General Feng, the Com- 
mander-.in-Chief of the Hainan expedition, was 
therenpon ordered to croax the Straits from 
Hainan tothe mainland, and to proocoed im- 
mediately to the plucy,.whure the outrages were 
comoniitted, and. to docapitate so and so ta com- 
mexoo. with.
